The ſaid Church of S:a/br:age fell void by Brags inſtitution and induction into a ſecond Benefice with Cure in An. 31.E/rz:and came to the King by Lapſe, 

Alan Biſhop Clarke 7. I a c 0 8 1 before his inllitorion ro the Church of Stalbridge firſt accepted a preſentation from the now of 
and became bound in bonds of 15059.pound to the ſaid ( then both P:tron and Leafle as aforeſaid of the ſaid Church and ReQorie vpon condition 
that he the ſaid 1/2 B ſhop ſhould religne the ſaid Benefice of Sralbridge within lixe Moneths after warning given. And thar likewiſe the ſad 4/12 ſhould 
not queſtion the ſaid Leaſe ſo made and confirmed as aforeſaid, but accept of 27.1. 5.5. per a»num; the Benetice being worth 300.1. per winumarthe lcaſt, 

eAlan Biſhop after his bonds ſoentred into finding the ſaid preſentation deteRiue was by the meanes and beſt furtherance of the ſaid and by the mediation of 
Sir Frances now Lo. of preſented, admitred,inſtirured and indu-d to the ſaid Church of S:albridge by the late L.Chancelors 
preſentation vnder the broad Scale, Ratione labſizs, The Patent of preſentation conteiningin the body thereof theſe words, (4: nts Ec.) andin the foote 
thereof theſe words. Per Dominum Cancellarium Anglie, And for the obreyr;ing of the {aid preſentation the ſaid Alan Biſhop made a counterfeit Certificate, 
in his _—_ _ writing, and thereby informed thac the ſaid Church of $7446, :4ge was bur 1 7. pound value in the Kings Bookes and in the Lord Chance- 
lors rightand pift. 

Afterwards i ſaid , and Alanfalling out, the ſaid by a writing vnder his hand and ſeale bearing date the 14.day of April inthe 14 yere of his Maie- 
ieſttes reigne &c. VWarnes the ſaid Alas to religne according to the Conditions of his bonds before ſpecified, whereupon the ſaid 41 gaue way vnder his 
hand and Seale to any fairhfull Miniſter that would accept of the ſaid Benefice, and acknowledged the ſameto be voide, and ſo the ſaid Simonic and lapſe 
came to light. 

Then Caleb Arlo in May next following vpon his Maicſtics owne preſentation tothe ſaid Church of Sralbridge. Ratione Lleyſus ſeu aligno alioquocungue modo, was 
admitted, inſtituted, and iuduRted Parſon thereof, His Patent of preſentation hauing in the body thereof theſe words (Mandanres ec.) and mn the foote 
thcreoftheſe words, Per Breue de Prinato Sigillo. And afterwards thenow Earle of Caſtle-haens Father viz. George Lord Aualey who contirmed the ſaid

JT. Whether Aorley or eAian Biſhop be lawtull Parſon of Stalbridge. 
IT. Whether the ſaid Leaſe be good againſt Morley being Parſon. | : 

To the firſts anſwered, thatthe Church was at that time voide when his Maieſtie preſented the petitioner 3forley, and not full (asis ſuppoſed) for 4/an Bip, was 
neuer Parſon there for Two Cauſes, 

1 Hethe ſaid 4/2» Bi/bgp was for cuer diſabled for the ſme Benefice by reaſon of his Simonicall Contra as aforefaid,as may appeare by the Statute againſt Si- 
monie as followeth. If any perſon ſhall or doe tor money reward, gift, profit or benetite dire&ly or indireRly, or for or by reaſon otany promiſ; e,agree- 
ment, grant, bond, Coucnant, or other aſſurance diretly or indireQly preſent any perſon to any Benefice with Cure, that euery ſuch Preſentation ſhall be 
vtterly void ; And the perſon ſo corruptly raking, procuring, ſeeking or accepting any fuch Benefice, ſhall thereupon bee adiudged a diſabled perſon in 
Law to haue or enioy the ſame Benehce. And the ſaid Alas Biſhop hath beene ſentenced and depriued for the ſaid Simonic, by {cauen Reucrend Bilhops, 
and ſcanen others in his Maicſtics Court of High Commilſhon; 

2 Theſiid Alan Biſhops preſentation is voide alſo by deceiuing the King in his Graunt 3 Coke 6. R/ports fol. 29. For he made acountertert Certificate, in his 
own handwriting,that the ſaid Parſonage was but 17.pound value in the Kings Bookes,and in the Lord Chancelors righrand gitt as aforeſaid,and ſo obrai- 
ned a Preſentation vnder the broad Scale by the warrant of the Lord Chancellor, whereas in truth the ſaid Parſonage 1s 27. pound 4. thillings value in the 
Kings Bookes, and therefore in the peculiar and imediatc gitt of his Gracious Maieſtic, and beyond the Lord Chancclors power and gitt, 

Thelate Honourable Lord Chancellor &gerron acknowledged in open Court that Aſorlry was rightfull Parſon of the ſaid Benefhice, and graunted the Vrit De v2 
lsicaremogenda to ſettle him in quiet poſſethon. which poſſcihion was further alſo confirmed for Morley by a Verdict, Iudgement and Execut.oj to the va- 
lue of 20. I. againſt rhe ſaid Earles Bailifte, for raking and carrying away his Tythes,in. his Maieſties Court of Kings Bench. 

And whereas it is alledged that the opinions of ſome of the Iudges are againſt Mor/-y ; their opinions were grounded vpon a wrong Cale, as maxing the Xing to 
preſent aſwell the ſaid «Al1z Byſbopas M('y, without any mention of the ſaid counterteit Certificate and ſuggeſtion, which being atterward made knowen 
tothe now Honourable Lord Treaſurer, h:s Lordihip d1d acknowledge thereupon that the King was decciued in his graunr, and the gravuc voide as atore- 
ſaid. And further how cuer the prerence be, it will appeare, thatt is burgne ofthe ſaid Iudges that gaue and holdeth the ſaid opinion , all being done 
likewiſe, without hearing Aforley or his learned Counlcll. bs 

And whereas it is alledged thata verdi&t did paſſe againſt 17orleys Leafee for 4.1. that was oy the cuidence of Alan Byhop the ſaid comuted and Eepriued Shmoniſt 
being a principall partie, who againſt his Oath vpon Record in the Hon. Court of Chancerie, and High Commithon teſtified againſt the tad Mor/zy, And 
it was by a Iudge who ſhould haue giuen the ſaid 145: /cy the berehit of the Law betore ( whereby, his Maicſtics Title had neuer come in turther queſtion) 
but did not, being requeſted and required thereunto,and 1gaine the ſaid Iudge gaue his opinion without hearing againſt the King and his right & Title, &c,

And if the King graunt vpon falſe Suggeſtion or Information,this {hall be raken more ſtrongely for the King and ſtrictly againſt the Patentee. 


RE asoNs incquiticagainit Alan Biſhops Preſentation by the warrant of the L. Chancelor. 


If thiscaſc ſhall be made good for A/ax Biſh32s Preſentation, the King and his Succeſſors will looſe their right & przrogatme and this will bethe leading Caſe, 
- The Lord Chancelor by the ſame reaſon may giue all the Church liuings the King hath. 
The Lord Chancelors Warrant may giue any thing the King hath. 
By the ſelte ſame reaſon mean and ww hall be all one. 
Alin Biſhop (a depriued Simoniſt) ſhall be rewarded for his deceit,and others incouraged to doe the like. 
o the $:cond 1s Anſwered that the ſaid Earle hath not a good Leaſe in Law of the ſaid Parſonage for thele Reaſons. 
The ſaid Earle can ſet forth no Title to the (aid Leaſe. 35.H.6. 6. & 7. 
The Patron confirming being bur Tenant in Taile, and now dead, his confirmationis derermined by his death. Zi#/:ron 107.p48.31-E4.3. Fit2.Tit-Grint. 61, 
The Lord Archbiſhop of Cave. (Sed: Brijto/.acante.) could not confirme but during his ſuppoſed Gardian-(hip atthe moſt. 20.E4.4.2.R4al514.#aras $ 9, 
The ſaid Archbiſhop was nor then Gardian of the ſaid Church,but the Biſhop of Gloceſter, viz. Cheiney, who then held theBiſhopricke of Briſtol im CommenZ. 
The reucrſion being in the Crowne,the Queene viz. Eliz: ought likewiſe to haue ioyned in the Confirmation with the Patron aforeſaid. /sdged mthe Duichie. 
The ſaid Leaſe was Antedated about two yeercs before the ſaid Brag came to be Parſon there,that ſo made or Antedated the faid Leaſc. 
Yet by colourof this Leaſe the Gleabe lands are made away from the Church into the ſaid 
Copicholds for liucs hauing bur a pretended eſtare of 1 o. yeeres. 
And the Petitioner Atorley ſtill remaining Parſon of the ſaid Church for thelc hue yeeres ſpace, hath nothing to ſupply the Cure, being dil- 
poſeſt of the profits thereot by an IniunRion giuen with out hearing. 
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
